TRAINS IN 1923 


O f This Number 2,7 7 9 W ere 
Tres passers and 138 
Passeng ers. 


Washington.—There were 6,022 per­ 
sons killed and 56,464 injured in con­ 
nection with the operation of trains in 
the United States in 1923, according 
t 
statistics gathered by the bureau of 
sau , 
of 
the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission. 
Of those killed the toll 
among trespassers was the highest, 
while employ ees suffered 
the most 
from injuries. 
Summarized, the 
ca s­ 
ualties 
follow: 
Trespassers, 
2,7 7 9 
killed, 3,047 injured; employ ees, 1.- 
645 killed, 39 ,7 34 injured; persons 
ca r­ 
ried under contract, such 
as 
mail 
clerks, pullman conductors, 
21 killed. 
67 4 injured; other nontrespassers, 2,- 
339 killed. 7 ,162 injured. 
There were 
103 
employ ees 
killed 
and 1,954 injured In coupling or un­ 
coupling 
locomotives or cars, 
com­ 
pared with 81 killed and 1,49 8 injured 
in 1922. 
Casualties to employ ees due 
to coming in contact with fix ed struc­ 
tures resulted In 47 killed and 861 in­ 
jured. 
There 
were 
105 
employ ees 
killed and 8 .167 injured in getting on 
or off cars or locomotive« . 
A rapid increase was noted in the 
number of accidents at grade cross­ 
ings. 
In this connection the report 
said: 
“During the calendar y ear 19 23 there 
were 5.218 accidents at highway grade 
crossings, which resulted in the death 
of 2,268 persons and the injury of <V 
314. 
Automobiles figured in 4,007 of 
these accidents, 1,7 59 persons being 
killed and 5.410 injured. 
There were 
18 derailments of trains as a result 
of collisions between trains and a ut o ­ 
mobiles, causing the death of 
10 per­ 
sons and the injury or 7 7. 
in addition, 
there were six derailments of trains 
as a result of collisions with automo­ 
biles, but without death or personal 
injury . 
“We have participated with the Na­ 
tional 
Association 
of Railroad 
and 
Utilities Commissioners in the effort 
to devise way s and means for decreas­ 
ing accidents at railroad grade cross­ 
ings. 
We wer* represented at a con­ 
ference on "prevention of such acci­ 
dents held In Chicago April 30-May 1, 
1924, called by H. (J. Tay lor, president 
of the association, pursuant to a reso­ 
lution adopted at the last annual con 
vention. 
The conference was attend 
ed by representatives of many rail 
roads, state commissions, the Ameri­ 
can Association of .State Highway Of­ 
ficials, United States bureau of pul» 
11c 
roads, 
National 
Safety 
council, 
American 
Automobile 
association 
United States Chamber of Commerce. 
American 
Railway 
associaficffi 
and 
other organizations. 
One of the main 
purposes of this conference was to 
determine way s of co-ordinating the 
efforts of all organizations engaged in 
promoting safety at grade crossings 
Our bureau of safety is in touch with 
what is being done by state cominis 
s.ons and others actively engaged in 
acrident-prevention work.” 


Ins pe c tion Se rv ic e . 
Concerning investigation of brakes 
and safety appliances, the report say s: 
‘Approx imately 1,17 0,000 cars and 
locomotives 
were 
inspected. 
The 
number 
per 
l,odo 
inspected 
which 
were found with defective safety ap­ 
pliances was 52.7 3. 
The correspond­ 
ing record for the preceding y ear, dur­ 
ing which the shopmen’s strike oc­ 
curred, was 100.31 and for the y ear 
ended June 30, 19 22, it was 50.54. 
“Hours of service reports were filed 
by 1,166 railroads, of which 7 8 6 re­ 
ported no instances of service in ex ­ 
cess of the limit prescribed by law. 
Three hundred and eighty railroads 
reported a total of 48.222 instances of 
ex cess service, this number represent­ 
ing a decrease of 26.4 per cent com­ 
pared with the preceding y ear. 
“We investigated 
KNi train 
acci­ 
dents, of which 52 were collisions and 
48 were derailments. 
The collisions 
resulted in the death of 119 and the 
injury of 9 28 persons; the derailments 
resulted In the death of 127 and the 
injury of 57 2 persons, a total of 246 
killed and 1,500 injured. 
“The 
percentage 
of 
locomotives 
found defective decreased from 65 per 
cent during the y ear 1923 to 53.4 per 
cent during the last y ear, but it is 
still higher than during the y ear 1922, 
when 4 8 per cent of the locomotives 
inspected by our inspectors were found 
defective. 
“There were 43 boiler ex plosions, 
which resulted in the death of 45 and 
the serious Injury of 59 persons, a de­ 
crease in the number of ex plosions of 
24.6 per cent as compared with the 
preceding y ear, but an increase of 30 
per cent over the y ear 1922.

of 
these 
ex plosions 
were 
caused by overheating of the crown- 
sheet because of low water In the 
boiler, although contributory defects 
or causes were found in 52 .4 per cent 
of the cases.

Even today the charts of these wa­ 
ters are largely based on observations 
aiu l sou ndings made by whalers and 
the early explorers, scores of years 
ago, and the few large vessels that 
today visit these seas proceed with

cau tion. 
Sailing 
direc­ 
tions, the "Bible of the Sea,” are care­ 
fu lly consu lted, and when new sou nd­ 
ings are made the resu lts are sent to 
the different governments for incor­ 
poration In the charts. 
Bu t when Leif Erickson and the 
other adventu rou s old Norsemen of 
more than ten centu ries ago set ou t 
on their dangerou s voyages there were 
no charts, and the stars were the only 
directional gu ides.
